DETAILED ACTION 

Receipt is acknowledged of the response filed on 16 July 2008, which has been entered 
in the file. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -9 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Ehlers et al. (US 6814284) teaches an article identification system comprising a 
loop antenna located on the surface of article and Seita (US 2002/0183084) teaches a 
mobile phone having an antenna. 

However, none of prior art teaches a portable communication device comprising 
a plurality of loop antennas connected in series wherein the each of loop antennas 
provided on a plurality of surfaces of a casing of the potable communication device, a 
plurality of a battery pack housed in a battery chamber of a casing of the portable 
communication device or on a plurality of surfaces of a lid portion for closing a battery 
chamber provided separately from the battery pack, or on a plurality of surface of a 
main body of a battery pack housed in a battery chamber of a casing of the portable 
communication device or on a plurality of surfaces of a lid portion which closes the 
battery chamber and is provided integrally with the battery pack as set forth in the 
claims.
